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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that in the claimed invention, 
the low-temperature gas has no velocity vector component in a direction opposite to the flow of the high temperature gas and therefore the 
claimed invention solves the problem of power/heat efficiency reduction experienced by the configuration disclosed by Murata. However, 
the claims only require that the low-temperature gas reaches the centermost portion of the high temperature gas for mixed cooling. 
Murata specifically shows this configuration as best seen in Figure 6 and described in the previous advisory action mailed 1 1 /22/201 1 . 
Applicant further argues that the claimed probe may have a smaller diameter than the probe of Murata. However, it is unclear why 
applicant's probe would be smaller than the probe of Murata and why applicant's probe would be easier to install. Both applicant's device 
and that of Murata include an inner passage for hot gas and an outer circumferential passage for cool gas. It is additionally noted that the 
claimed device does not require any particular diameter. 
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
